Specifically, here's what the ordinance provides.

T h a t it shall be unlawful for any 
child undei 
18 years to be upon

the hours of l l p. rn. and 4 a. rn. 
th e following m orning 
unless ac­ 
companied by his or h er parents, 
g u aid ian or o ther entru sted adult. 
T h a t it shall be unlaw ful for any 
parent 
cr g u ard ian cf any child 
under 18 to allow the child on tho 
streets between those hours, unless 
the exceptions are met. 
P arents Held Responsible 
T h a t any ad u lt violating th e p ro­ 
visions of

held responsible an d 
fined, 
upon 
conviction, n o t less th a n $5 for th e 
first offense, $15 for th e second and 
$25 for the third.
